71 s Front street, who first smelled 
the smoke, marshalled her children, 
woke up the boarders and roomers, 
helped her sick husband down the 
Hairs, rant; up the fire department 
and directed the work of the firemen 
At the end when 
the building. 
which is owned by Fred S. Parker. 
was sated, she fainted. 
Her hair 
had been on fire, and she had Inhaled 
much of the black smoke. 
The restaurant and rooming h o u s e 
caught fire from a defective furnace, 
it Is alleged, and the flames soon 
burned a chute from basement to 
roof. 
The Ongman’s slept on 
th e 
main floor with their bed near the 
chimney and the smoke nearly suffo­ 
cated them. 
There is a hot water heating plant 
in the building. 
The fire traveled 
from the furnace up the partitions 
and was a particularly hard one to 
fight.

side, and then turned hack to Front 
street. 
Among the boarders who lost some 
of the belongings were Albert A. Nie 
derer and Anton Rudd.

This afternoon, with eyes still red 
from smoke, the family wa.^ at the 
Spalding where they 
have

Their furniture and other 
belongings not scorched, were badly 
damaged by smoke and water. About 
$1,000 insurance was carried. 
The building, owned by Fred S 
Parker, has the loss fully covered by 
Insurance.
